A proclamation declaring Jan¬ 
uary 1967 as Aiien A .dress Re¬ 
port Month in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts was signed to¬ 
day by Governor John A. Volpe 
at a ceremony conducted in the 
Executive Chambers. 

In recognition oi the import¬ 
ance of complying: with the law, 
Governor Volpe requested all cit¬ 
izens, employees, and :ffacers of 
the Commonwealth to assist and 
encourage every alien to report 
to the nearest Post Office oi 
United States Immigration and 
Naturalization Service of lice dur¬ 
ing the month of January 1967. 
and complete Foam 3-53 r Alien 
Address Report Card. 

Northeast Regional Comiriis- 
sioner J. Leo Bagiev. L'nited 
(States Immigration and Natural¬ 
ization Service, present during 
the Proclamation Ceremony, stat¬ 
ed that approximately 5,000 in¬ 
dividuals acqUi ed United States 
citizenship during the past year. 
He invited all imnngrapt resident 
aliens eligible :or naturalization 
to apply for citizenship during 
the coming yea:.

Scores of thousands of men 
now holding draft deferments I 
will face possible induction next i 
June 30 unless Congress enacts 
new legislation. 

Major portions of the Selective 
Service Act expire on that date, 
but draft legislation would not be 
wiped entirely from the books 
even if Congress did not act— 1 
and there is little doubt that it 1 
will extend the law, perhaps in 
consulrably amended form. 

A selective-service spokesman 
explained that the registration 
process would continue under ex¬ 
isting law even if Congress did 
not act. But no one could be in¬

Marry, Save Money 

As if they didn’t know it, sin¬ 
gle men and women are being 
told that they’re getting a raw 
deal under the Federal income 
tax. 

The word comes from Joseph 
A. Pechman of the Brookings In¬ 
stitution, who has just made the 
first complete study of the in¬ 
come tax system since its revi¬ 
sion in 1964. 


He gets down to cases about 
the ^plight of single persons. Un¬ 
fair to them, he says, is the “split 
income” plan which lets married 
couples ipay much lower tax rates 
than the unwed. Husbands and 
wives can lump their total earn¬ 
ings, then pay the tax as though 
each earned exactly half. 

What the economist seems to 
be saying is that income tax rules 
should be made tougher for mar¬ 
ried couples rather than easier 
for single persons. There’s small 
comfort in this unless misery 
loves company.—Miami Herald.

Registrar Richard E. McLaughlin announced that, with the death 
of Mrs. Aniela Przybyla, aged 74, in Lowell last night, Massachusetts 
had sustained its 844th motor vehicle fatality of 1966, thereby tying 
the total number killed during the entire year of 1965. 

Registrar McLaughlin said that this w'ould establish 1966 as the 
most disastrous year on the highways in a generation and the second 
worst year in the history of Massachusetts. Only 1934—the first year 
after repeal of prohibition—produced a greater number of road deaths 
with 953 recorded during that year, he said. 

McLaughlin pointed out that the last 10 days of the year extend¬ 
ing through the long Christmas-New Years holiday period — is 
usually the most dangerous period of all and said it w'as not unlikely 
that the 1966 death toll would reach or even exceed 900. 


The Registrar particularly emphasized the dangers of drinking 
and driving and urged drivers to leave their vehicles at home and to 
use public transportation if they expected to be involved in holiday 
merry-making and drinking. 

Drinking caused the vast majority of fatal traffic accidents in 
Massachusetts through November, said Safety Commissioner Leo L. 
Laughlin in a statement Tuesday. 

Blood tests at the State Police Laboratory showed that 55 of 73 
operators killed in single-car accidents were impaired by alcohol; 24 
drivers of 41 killed in tw r o-car accidents were impaired; 17 pedestrians 
of 35 killed by motor vehicles w r ere impaired; and five of six motor¬ 
cyclists killed were impaired. Impairment consists of .1 percent of 
alcohol in the blood.
